THE CLETELAND BOOM CROPPING OUT

WASHINGTON, June 3 —The news of the
resignation of Scerctary Blaine created a
profound sensation at the Capitol. The
Senate wae not in session, but the House
was in the throes of filibustering against
the anti-options mll. The effeet of the re-
ception of the Assoeinted Press bulletin
sunouncing the event was magical. The tele-
gram was read br the Speaker aad by Rep-
resentative Dingly, anl almost Iostantly
the news spread over the hall like a wave
of sound. Within two minutes the space
in front of the desk was filled by & throng
of Representatives struggling fo get a
glimpse of the bit of wellow paper, which
was snatched from one hand to another.

The Speaker left the chair temporarily,
delegating his duties to Representative
Johustone, of South Carolina, and the Iat-
ter soon found that he had assumed an
almost impossible task in endeavoriog to
keep order in the House while it labored
under the strain of excitement. The clerks
were calling the roll on sone mation to take
a recess until some unreasanable bour in
the evening, but their voices could searcely
be heard over and above th: hum of con-
sultation wnd the tones of ejeculation.

NOT A WORD TO ADD.

Blaine and Harrison Both Refased to Be
Interviewrd —Cablust Officrrs Tipped
to Say Nothing—Thes Canadian Commis-
sloners Badiy Treated—The Ex-Seore-
tary's Condue:.

[BY ASEOCIATED FHESS.]

W ASHINGTOX, June 4. —Secretary Elkins
visited the White House at 3 o'clook this
afternoon, and was asked by a representa-
tive of the Associated Press what he
thought of the political situation, now that
Secretary Blaine had left the Cabinet. *'SBo
you want my opinion, do you? Well, I
think that Harrison will certainly be nomi-
nated on the first ballot, and withont an
serioup opposition, either. That's sll
have to say just at present.

The Washington agent called st Mr.
Blaine's residence shortly after the oor-
respondence had been made public and
asked him if he would not supplement it
with an explanation. Mr. Blaine smilingly,
but deliberately, replied: *““The correspond-
ence explains itsell, Ihave mot a word to
add to it."

The President was next called upon, and
asked if he was willing to say anything in
regard to it. His respouse, thongh made
with entire eourtesy of tone and manper,
was equally emphatie: “Nothing what-
ever.”

Both the President and Mr. Blaine were
seemingly in excellent spirits, sand esch of
them, after declining to say anything for

ublicstion sbout the great event oI the

Sa_r. or its effeet upon the situation at

Minneapolis, turned the conversation to

other topies, with marked composure. Mr.

Blaine’s appearance and manner and tone of

voice, howerver, were especially noticeable

as indieative of & feelinf of relief and satig-
faction which made him even buoyantly
cheeriul. ;

Secretary Foster did not show any excite-
ment this afternoon over the news of Mr,
Bluine's resignation, but soon after hearing
it he was one of the most euthusiastic spec-
tators at the Cincionati-Washington base-
bnll game. He declined positively to say
anything for publication.

Attorney Geveral Miller and Becretary
Noble also deglined to be interviewed. It
is understood that the unusual reticence on
th:‘rm of offioers of the Gevernment in re-
gard to to-day’s occurrence is due to a sng-
gestion from the White House that the
President preierred that Federal officials
should avoid poblic comment on the sub-

jeot.

abrupt termivation by Mr. Blaine's state-
ment that it was useless to continue the
present negotiations for the resson that he
was sbout to sever his official relations
with the Government.

The Secretary remained at the department
until 1:45 o'cloek arranging some private
papers. While he was doing this one of the
messengers laid an_official document before
him for his signature. He told him to take
it away, remarkiog quietly, “I amno longer
Becretary of State.”

M'KINLEY STANDS BY HARRIBON.

He Will Vote and W ork for the President
at the Conwvention,

CoLvMBUS, O., June & —[Special. ]—The
news of Mr. Blaine’s resigoation was re-
ceived here with feelings of wsurprise,
and among the admivistration’s friends
with amazgement and deep concern. Gov-
ernor McKinley was seen at the Chit-
tenden Hotel at 5:30 o'eclock this
evening, just before he started for Minne-
apolis. He was asked what* effect Mr.
Blaine’s resignation would have on the
Presidental situstion. *‘Oh, there ean no
longer be any doubt about Blaine's posi-
tion,"” he replied. “‘“Hin resiznation makes
him a candidste, I take it. The public will
eertl_inl{.w construe i, as well as the con-

vention.

“Who will be nominated; Governor?”

“Well, in my opinion, this mastter will
soon be settled. At this distance from the
convention it is hard to say, but as there
will only be two candidates presented, Har-
rison and Blaine, one of these two will cer-
tainly be nominated on the first ballot.

The Emperor
will meet the Czar off the port of Kiel on
the imperial yancht. Pnins aretaken in offi-
cial quarters to deny that the interview will
have any politieal eharacter, but it Is gen-
erally felt that the day'} conference between
the two Emperors will do much to promote
their friendly relations

The Czar Aims to Conciliate Germany.

Reports from reliable sources state that
the Czar has more than once lately given
proofa of his desire to avoid any action that
would be likely to cause irritation in Ger-
many. It iseven stated that the attempts
of France to prevent any anti-German de-
monstrations at the Naney fetes are dde to
Baron Mohrenheim, the Russian Ambassa-
dor to France, expressing to President
Carnot the Czar’s hope that no snch demon-
stration wonld oecur. The fact that the
Kiel interview happens on_the same day
as the Nanoy fetes ecauses considerable
remark, as while patriotic Frenchmen will
be displaying their love for Russia, and
possibly reviling Germany, the two Em-
perors iwill be quictly eonferring to the
advan of their mutual interests,

The Krewtzer Zeitung remarks that when
Emperor William visited The Hague the
Queen Regent toasted the Emperor in
French; but at the gala dinner given during
her visit here she replied in German to the
Emperor's toast. The visit has had a
favorable effect in Holland, where the
students have declined to take part In the
Nancy fetes in order not to be present in
the event of anti-German manifestations.

Kooh Agninst Froe Silver Colnage,

Herr Koch is against the remonetization
of silver. He has declared that the intro-
duction of free coinage would lead to a great
commercial erisis. **America’s desire fora
conference,”” he maid, “arose trom her false
financial poliey of heaping up unsaleable
silver. Instead of free coinage bringing to
her the control of the world's money mar-
ket, as the silver men imagined, Ameriea is
in such s fix that she is obliged to look for
help abroad."”

e refusal of the Catholic authorities to
allow Catholic burial to the remains of Dr.
